FOREWORD 

This Indien Standard was adopted by the Bureau of Indian Standards, after the draft finalized by 
the Artificial Limbs, Rehabilitation Appliances and Equipment for the Disabled Sectional 
Committee had been approved by the Medical Equipment and Hospital Planning Division Council.

1 SCOPE 

1.1 This standard specifies dimensional and 
other requirements of walker rollator.

3 SHAPE AND DIMENSIONS 

3.1 The shape and dimensions of walker rollator 
shall be as shown in Fig. 1. 

4 MATERIAL 

4.1 Framework 

The framework shall be made of electric resis- 
tance butt welded ( ERW ) steel tubes or 
aluminium alloy seamless tubes having an outer 
diameter of 25'0 mm with a wall thickness of 
r2 mm for ERW steel tubes and 2*0 mm for 
aluminium alloy seamless tubes. The ERW steel 
tubes shall conform to IS 2039 : 1981. 

4.2 Wheels 

The wheels shall be of medium duty conforming 
to IS 7369 : 1983. 

4.3 Hand Grip 

The hand grip shall be made of suitable plastic 
material or nylon.

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4*4 Screws and Washers 

The screws and washers shall be made of mild 
steel. 

4.5 Ferrules . 

The ferrules shall be made of polyurethane 
conforming to IS 5150 : 1969. 

5 CONSTRUCTION 

5.1 Each tube shall be made of one piece. All 
the framework joints shall be sound and cleanly 
welded without any sharp edges. All the four 
legs shall be in contact with plane surface. 

5.2 The hand grip shall be secured to the 
position by push fit after applying the epoxy 
glue to ensure firm fitting. It shall have grooves 
to provide firm grip. 

5.3 The ferrules shall be securely fixed to the legs. 

5.4 The construction of the frame shall be such 
that it does not wobble or rattle. 

6 WORKMANSHIP AND FINISH 

6.1 All steel parts shall be either painted or 
electroplated as required by the purchaser. 

6.2 Prior to painting, all parts shall be degreased, 
rust proofed and suitably protected by an anti- 
corrosive primer, and then finished by spraying 
stoving enamel or air drying enamel of desired 
shade. The finished paint shall be hard and 
shall not readily chip or flake. 



6*3 Electroplating shall be of chromium over 
nickel in accordance with service grade 2 of IS 
1068 : 1985. 

6.4 Aluminium framework shall be anodized. 

7 TESTS 

7.1 Stability Test 

When the rollator is pushed over by lifting the 
rear axis on a level and even surface without 
any load, it shall not wobble or rattle. 

7.2 Load Test 

When a load of 80 kg is applied on one grip, it 
shall not bend or break. 

8 MARKING 

8.1 The walker rollator shall be marked with the 

following: 

a) Indication of the source of manufacture, 

b) Size of the frame ( see Fig. 1 ), 

c) Batch number, and 

d) Date of manufacture. 

9 PACKING 

The packing of walker rollator shall be done as 
agreed to between the purchaser and the 

supplier.
